FLYING FARMERS 

Wc don't know how all this la going to ar- 
fcct Old Paint, or what it may do In time to 
the ten-gallon hat and hlgh-hcclcd boot In- 
dustry, but It appears that the postwar cow- 
hand may be heading for the big roundup hi 
a ncnt littlo cnbln plane. 

At least thnf.^ the Impression wc got Irom 
readJng a piece in the trade magazine. Imple- 
ment It Tractor, which comes right out and 
layj!, "The airplane Is farm equipment." And 
to prove that It's the rarmer's Idea and not 
the magazine's, the article quotes a recent 
Eun^ey by a manufacturer which Indicates 
that rural America will provide the postwar 
market lor 60 per cent of lils factory's light 
personal planes. 

That doesn't mean, ol cour.se, that a man 
won't be able to farm 50 acres of hilly Ver- 
mont land without an airplane In the days to 
come. But the article makes out a pretty Rood 
case for the practical use- of aircraft in the 
WMtern and roldwcstcrn territories of Hat 
terrain and big larms. In fact, the airplane Is 
belne used by some farmers already. 

There is an organization called the Okla- 
homa Flying Farmers, for Instance. And Its 
president Is quoted as saying that if he had 
to choose between his airplane and his car, 
he'a afraid the car would have to go. 

Here are some of the things Implement & 
Tractor thinks a postwar farmer can do with 
a Jl.OOO-or-EO plane: He mlRht sow crops and 
dust them, ride herds and Inspect fences, take 
produce to market, get needed repair parts for 
other implements In a hurry, take the kids to 
school when roads are Impassable (a dirty 
trick on the kids, we say), or Just go to town 
for shopping and a movie on Saturday. 

Any level field or pasture would do for a 
landing strip, the magazine says, and you 
could taxi right up to the hay bam, which 
would serve nicely as a hangar. Ao for tho 
farmer's learning to fly, It appears that the 
postwar personal plane Is going to be so near- 
ly stall-, spin- and fool-proof that you would 
have to fly Jt smack into the sUo in order to 
wreck It. 



TRY THE CRIMINALS 

Under most civilized law, a person accused 
of crime la presumed Innocent until proven 
guilty. For that reason the rights of the ac- 
cused are protected by an elaborate system of 
safeguards and delays which, though often 
abused, are retained to guard against a mis- 
carriage of Justice. 

And tor the same reason it seems pointless 
to debate whether the nazl criminals should 
be tried by ordinary Judicial procedure, or to 
haggle unduly over the definition of war 
crime. These are not ordinary cases or ordi- 
nary criminals. There Is no injustice In pre- 
suming such men as Goerlng and Doenltz 
guilty before trial. 

Ooering's order lor the obliteration ol sur- 
rendered Rotterdam. Docnits's order lor the 
daughter ol seamen who survived U-boat 
flinkings— these are blatant crimes In defiance 
of International agreement that do not need 
the nicety ol legal definition. 

It Is time to end the debate and .start the 
trials, before delay becomes softness and for- 
gcttulncss. Whatever the form of the tri- 
bunal, the purpose of the trials is to carry 
out the urgent need to remove the unwhole- 
some presence of some monstrous criminals 
Irom the face of the earth.
